The Game as itis Played in Manitoba 

So long es tha prov'r-c’al governments 
adopted &@ Tair franchise end proper 
wists there was no fault to be found 
wth the economy and principle of the 
new act; tut ‘a the province ef Man- 
‘tcba the ‘Zocal government hes provid- 
ed a new franch‘ss which. excludes. a 
very consMerabie part of the aduit 
mead fopula tion, and has made such 
Drov-B:on for the compiling of the vot- 
vio ists as has resulted tn the lists 
being mede very largely in fayor of 
the Conservative party which hoids 
power in rovincial polities. To put ‘the 
case shcrtiy, the Conservative govern- 
ment f° Manitoba has waken - advant- 
age of the position in which it has 
been placed by the adoption of the 
Present Franchise.Act to entrench the 
Conservative party in Manitoba, just 
as Sir Joho Macdonald took measures 
under h‘s franchise act to entrench the 
Conservative party throughout che Dot 
minion. It was the fear of an attack 
upon the party éntrenchments thus 
made in’ Manitoba; by an amendment 
to the Dom-nion Franchise Act, ‘that 
tausid the Opposition party here. to 
threaten obstruction of business unii? 
winter rather than permit those” en- 
trenchments to be destroyaéd. 


The Conservative Idea of Fair Play 


Had the Dom‘nion Government un- 
dertaken to imierfere with the provin- 
tia. “franchise it would have peen, ‘*n 
the meuths of the Opposition, a part- 
‘san attack upon provinciel rights; 
whereas the action of the provincial 
government 43 distinetiy a “partisan 
atiack upon Dominion rights. If any- 
thing were needed ‘to establish this 
point, the foliow!ng clipping from the 
Ottawa Citizen, the newscaper of the 
Opposition at the Cap‘ta!, will estab- 
iish it: 

“This statement from Sir’) Wilfrid 
does not harmontze with the informa- 
tion which he gave the house “ast }ri- 
day concerning the amendments _ to 
the election act. He stated distinctly 
on that-occasion that it* was proposed 
to iegisiate in regard to provincial lists 
prepared otherwise than under the ju- 
dicial-or municipal authority. It was 
Manitoba therefore “which Sr Wilfrid 
had csearly in view and it was un- 
quest:onabiy ths Government's in’en- 
tion to legislate the provincial lists of 
Man‘toba cut of existence and have 
new E'sts. prepared uncer the directicn 
4{ Dominion “governmént officiais. The 
present Manitoba Usts are very Iavor- 
able te the Conservaiives.

A Parallel Case 

This ease is exactty parallel to the 
Dundoneid-Fisher incident. A militia 
crganization was being effected under 
erecumstances which woud establish 
the ergan:zation as a Conservative mi- 
“tia club. This was @s the militia 
force tad been organ‘zed prev:ous.y in 
that district, and this was how it was 
Loped to have the organ‘zat:on contin- 
uea. Of eourse there was mo poutics 
ty it then. But when Mr. Fisher, as 
member for that distr.ct and a mem- 
ber of the Government, stepped tn and 
broke the proposed combination, at 
cnee it was a case of politics in the 
miitia. Just permit the Opposition 
to aay and do whatever they please 
and it is mot pvouitics; but interfere in 
any degree either with their sayings 
er doings, and forthwith it becomes 
pouties and an outrage upon propriety.

The latest assatlant of the Edmon- 
ton route to the British Colony is one 
named Schwot who spent some time 
ecturing In this district last year. 
7yrough the medium of the Winnipeg 
r-egram he makes himself, his his- 
‘ory, his intentions and h's impressions 
routes to the _Eritannia colony 
known in the following manner: 

Gustav Hfnarich Schwof, a. distin- 
suished tcoking man who possesses 2 

siinguished record fis in the city. He 
is recentiy from the northern fart of 
the terr.tory of Alberta and intendson 
July 18 to leave for the British Isles 
en an immigration mission. Between 
now and the date of his departure for 
the od land he will visit lands and 
settlements on the Canadian Northern 
Ra liway for the purpose of acauaint- 
ng himself ‘with the nature of the 
country anc the condition of the peo- 
se who dweli in it. 

‘A " ae height of 6 feet, Your 
{nches, an attractive courfenance set 
off by a large military moustache, a 
few trophies of wild beast hunts af- 
tached to this chain, and a curio walk- 
ing stick, give Mr. Schwof his distin- 
guishel appearance, while his experi- 
ences aS sergeant-major of the Bechu- 
gn =e Mounted Police in the first and 
previous engagements of the Matabele 
war, and other adventures in various 
v@ld countries, make up his interest- 
ing record.

guest cf Manitoba. The great Mus- 
covite general, in modest privacy, 
Visited the south of the province four 
years ago in connection with a trip 
through the Unitea States, and he 
came and went without displaying 


himself, lest there might be any of- } 


ficial aemonstrations in his honor. 

The purpose of Kuropatkin’s visit 
was to instruct the Mennonite col- 
anies in the south of the province. 
In his visit he stopped over at Al- 
tena, and was the guest of J. P. 
Swartz, the well known grain mer- 
chant. He also stopped at Gretna 
and spent part of the evening with 
Mr. Pinner, the grist mill owner at 
that town. 

When the general arrived the roads 
to the Mennonite colony were very 
poor, in fact, it was impossible to 
drive over them, and it served only to 
show up 2 striking trait in the char- 
aeter of the Russian officer. He, with 
his attendant officer, simply decided 
to make the journey on foot, and to- 
gether they walked four miles out to 
the country and back again. He 
wore no uniform, but had with him 
his cherished medals won on tie bat- 
tlefield and for distinguished zeneral- 
ship. 

A. P. Campbell, of Campbell, Mc- 
Lean and Co., the local grain mer- 
chants, said today that Kuropatkin 
as seen by those with whom he came 
in contact while on his visit, was a 
very unassuming man, even to, at- 
tractiveness. There was a strength

of vaste about the man that induced 


admiration from all whom he met. 
He conversed quietly and without 
boasting. 

During the few conversations Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin had while he was 
in the province, he expressed com- 
ment on the difference in the pass- 
port systems bere and in the old 
country, especially Russia. He  be- 
lieved that the system of passports 
from one country to another is a 
necessity of every nation. 

The great Russian chief impressed 
Manitobans as being of just such a 
character as to assume the powerfal 
pesition that has been allotted to him 
in the war of the Japs and the Rus- 
sians now waging.
